1 . Regarding Independent Claims 1 , 9, 1 7, 25, 28, and 31 , none of the cited prior 
art references teach the amended feature: "selection of at least some of the canvas 
actions causing at least one target indicator to be shown, the at least one target 
indicator indicating where the selected canvas action may be taken in the currently 
displayed portion of the diagram."
